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PREFATORY NOTE 

To any who have feit the charm of Raabe's stories 
it seems amazing that he is almost unknown in 
America, while in Germany he is gradually meeting 
with widespread and deserved recognition. Among 
the reasons for this lack of appredation are the 
inherent difficulties of his style, his great disregard 
for popularity/and his purpose of making everything 
an expression of his prophetic seif, regardless of 
readers. ^ But the charm of his writings will be ad- 
mitted by any one who has read Alte Nester y Stopf- 
ktichen (Raabe's own favorite), or Else von der 
Tanne; his ethical power and wisdom are shown 
pointedly in Hans von Wolzogen's Raabenweisheit 
with its two hundred and more wise sayings; the 
grace of his personality is attested by the few 
intimate friends who were wont to gather on Sunday 
evenings at Herbst's, and by the universal homage 
of the city of Braunschweig. A man of Raabe's 
independence must needs express himself to an un- 
usual degree in his writings. 

But Else von der Tanne, free from many of the 
difficulties of his usual style, is a particularly beauti-

ful Story, a tale pLhappiness amid all outward con- 
ditions of misery, and well fitted to introduce the 
reader to Raabe. 

The editor is under special Obligation to Dr. Raabe 
for a very kind letter in which he gives his sanction 
to this work. Acknowledgment is due also to Mr. 
George C. Champlin of the New York State Library 
for information about Pfuhl. The editor's coUeagues, 
Professors John Tingelstad and Henry LeDaum, 
have assisted with constant Suggestion and critidsm. 
Above all, heartiest thanks are due to Professor 
George O. Curme of Northwestern University for 
inspiration, suggestions, and many favors rendered. 

The text is that of the second volume of Gesam- 
melte Erzählungen^ third edition (1905), but with the 
spelling in accordance with the new orthographical 
rules.

LiEE. — On the fif teenth day of his favorite month, 
November, in the year 1910, passed away Wilhelm 
Raabe. Nine years before, all Braunschweig and 
all Germany had united to celebrate his seventieth 
anniversary, though he cared nought for celebrations; 
to do him honor, though he cared not for honor; for 
he had lived by himself and for himself to the extent 
that he had published no reminiscences, no letters, no 
Interviews, practically no coUections; had attached 
to himself no coterie; had lived for thirty years in 
Braimschweig as practically its sole man of letters. 
Yet his influence has been among the most powerf ul 
on the writers of the present day. It is acknowledged 
by Gustav Frenssen, today the most populär writer 
of the German Roman. Raabe's biographer and inti- 
mate friend, Wilhelm Brandes, critic and poet, main- 
tains that Raabe, if any writer of his time, is leading 
the way to the future of German literature. And 
Brandes, perhaps one of the keenest critics in Ger- 
many today, is by no means alone in his judgment. 

Born at Eschershausen in Braunschweig on the

eighth of September, iSjj, the son of a Justizaktuar 
(notary), educated in the neighboring town of Stadt- 
oldendorf , at the Gymnasia of Holzminden and Wol- 
fenbüttel, and at the University of Berlin; acquiring 
a vast stock of old and curious tales during his prep- 
aration f or the study of law and especially during his 
apprenticeship in the Creutzsche Buchhandlimg in 
Magdeburg, Raabe has always exhibited an especial 
fondness for the small towns of his native Weser-land, 
coupled with a philosophy of life rarely equaled in 
any author, and a sympathy with all things fantastic, 
provided they were wholesome. His life was simple 
and regulär, with few changes. In Berlin he spent 
the University years 1854-57; in 1859 he made a 
tour of Southern Germany and Austria; the years 
1863-70, the first years of his married life, were spent 
in Stuttgart, where Raabe's nationalistic political 
views clashed so violently with the views of his friends 
among the literary men, that he feit compelled to 
move north, just as troops and equipment were being 
hurried toward France. From 1870 to his death he 
lived in the city of Braunschweig, with no greater 
Variation than occasional family journeys, a Harz- 
tour, and in the summer of 1909, a trip to Rendsburg. 
Yet no work of the fif ty he has published is incom- 
plete or ill-proportioned, and every work has of 
Raabe's best. To this day critics cannot agree as to 
which is his masterpiece. His means were for many

years scant; a lending-library scarcely fumished sub- 
sistence; and he was little appreciated during the 
seventies and early eighties, because Raabe continued 
to grow in bis way, while Gennany tumed in other \ 
directions, until at last in 1890 Stopf kuchen once more 
drew attention to bim. After that honors came 
rapidly. A large number of younger writers began to 
foUow along similar lines. New editions of all bis 
works became necessary. He was noticed by writers 
at home and abroad, notably by Adolf Stem in bis 
Deutsche Nationalliteratur von Goethes Tod bis zur 
Gegenwart (1885); he was made a Knight of the 
Bavarian Order of Maximilian; and the great cele- 
bration on bis seventieth birthday was the culmi- 
nation of a distinguished literary career. 

Works. — Raabe's works fall naturally into three 
periods: — the first is that of bis youth, represented 
by the Chronik der Sperlingsgasse y a story of Student 
life in Berlin; Die Kinder von Finkenrdde, a humorous 
sketch of village life; the coUection Halb Mähr^ halb 
Mehr; and the tale of old Magdeburg of 1550, Un- 
seres Herrgotts Canzleiy a book which was written in 
1849, while he was an apprentice in the Creutzsche 
Buchhandlung, and which was published by that 
firm thirteen years later. In all these are found 
youthful freshness, power of invention and fancy, 
modesty, upright purpose, and yet a ripeness of view 
that augured well for the futur^. In this period, too, 
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vm INTRODUCnON 

appeared a number of lyrics, scattered among his 
writingSy but poetry gave way to prose as Raabe 
developed. Öe at tbis iime possessed two works 
dl the great humorist, Jean Paxü, wbich influenced 
his own humor to some extent. He was, however, 
a combination of opposites, fond of self-examination, 
serious even in his humor. 

During the second period, which practically coin- 
ddes wiüi his Stuttgart residence, shadows, deepened 
by a careful study of Schopenhauer, darken his life. 
Raabe was deeply aware of this, as the mottoes of 
the great works of this period show. In the Hunger- 
pastoTj for instance, the motto is ®ib bettle SBaffett 
toelter, $an« Utttotrfd^! and m Der Schüdderump, 
ÄattaiHe ift $err unb bleibt $err* In spite of its 
pessunism Der SckUdderump ("The Dead-Wagon") 
contains the germ of brighter works to follow, for in 
the same book Raabe says, (£6 Xtm ein langer unb 
mül^fotner fflSeg Don ber ^unfierpforre ju ©rungenott) on 
ber Oftfee über Hbu Xelfan in Sumurftelanb unb im 
©d^atten bed 9)2onbgebtrge^ bt^ in biefed ©ied^nl^aud 
gu ^robebed am guge bed alten germanifd^n ^(xviba^ 
berge«. This is not, as Brandes explains, the way that 
leads to the denial of the goodness of life, but that 
along which develop Raabe's own power and style; 
for after this we find him at his best. To this period 
belong Else von der Tanne and the other six stories 
included imder the well chosen title. Der Regenbogen.

In the third period the sun shines as brightly as 
cver, but the dark places of earth are not hidden; 
the victory comes again to the Right, outwardly as 
well as inwardly. Typical are Horacker^ in which 
the hero and heroine are not nearly so bad as they are 
considered by their neighbors; Alte Nester^ by many 
considered his best work — the hero, Just Everstein, 
the learned peasant, is remarkable even among 
Raabe's remarkable characters; Das Hörn von Wanza; 
Die Akten des Vogelsang; Hastenbeck; Stopf kuchen. 
His last work, Altershausen, remained unfinished, for 
Raabe published nothing unless he was satisfied with 
its excellenee. Thus for the last ten years of his life 
he gave up writing, enjoying far more the association 
with family and friends in all parts of Germany. 

Although in his later years Germany paid more 
and more attention to Raabe, yet he can never be as 
"populär" as Storm or Frenssen, for in accordance 
with his motto, he refused to aim at popularity. 
Raabe is essentially ethical, Frenssen and Storm 
appeal strongly to the senses. Raabe's books are 
not books to be skimmed. It is only by dose read- 
ing that one can appredate the marvelous minute- 
ness of detail in his stories, or catch the point of 
his many quotations from French, Latin, English, 
Italian, or Arabic. The reader who looks for an 
exdting and intricate plot will be somewhat disap- 
pointed. The events are always simple, and the end 
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X INTRODUCTION 

is Seen from the beginning to be inevitable. Never- 
theless, Raabe has for those who heed him a charm 
which is irresistible. 

Part of this charm, and a large pari, is due to a 
sympathetic hiunor; for just as Jean Paxü is the 
acknowledged German master of humor in the eigh- 
teenth Century, so Raabe is the German humorist par 
ea^ellence of the nineteenth. We must, however, use 
the term humor in an extended sense, for along with 
that naive humor which not seldom bursts into a 
laugh, and that gnarled kind which approaches irony 
or Satire, there is that type of hxmior which assists in 
produdng a füll and free appreciation of the thoughts 
and fedings of the characters. If these characters are 
odd, it is only because odd characters reveal, a little 
exaggerated, the weaknesses common to us all. Not 
a little of Raabe's humor is influenced by his read- 
ing of Dickens. This occupied him during the early 
sixties, and its influence is most apparent in the 
works of that period. Into his humor Raabe puts 
all his skill as a painter and as a narrative 
writer. 

In Else von der Tanne and in most of the stories 
of the second period, the humor is closely related to 
pathos, and pathos is one of their strengest qualities. 
The usual background of Raabe's stories is a bright 
and beautiful Nature, upon which are sketched with 
$t sure band tbe faults and jnisfortunes of men, 
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Raabe's pictures are countless and varied . They in- 
clude places, emotions, characters, situations, periods « 
of history, each portrayed in its most fitting form; \ 
— chocolate-factories, sugar-factories, rag-disinfecting 1 
establishments, corpse-photography ; the march of the \ 
World, landscapes spoiled by industrial enterprise, the 
growth of cities, the fight between city and country, 
the countless interests of man; — everything that is 
odd, bizarre, stränge, and yet noble, is a theme for 
Wilhelm Raabe. 

The Thirty Years' War. — The period in wbich 
Else von der Tanne is set is that of the Thirty Years' 
War (1618-48). Although this war was, probably 
without exception, the most destructive to life and 
property of all religious wars — Germany lost nearly 
one third of her population in actual battle — and 
although it brought upon Germany disaster from 
which she is only now beginning to recover, never- 
theless it taught Germany and the world, gradually 
and with many reversions, one great lesson — relig- 
ious tolerance. Yet to the last half of this war the 
name "religious" cannot by any stretch of the Imagi- 
nation be applied. Religion as a motive utterly per- 
ished with Gustavus Adolphus, and no other motive 
was left but absolute selfishness, or the more urgent 
motive of self-preservation. At the begirming of the 
war the forces were nominally religious: the Catholics 
organized under the leadership of the League (Sp. 
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Liga), formed in 1609, and including Bavaria under 
Maximilian I, the bishoprics of Köln, Mainz, Trier, 
Augsburg, Konstanz, Passau, Regensburg, and other 
States in the southwest; while the Protestants formed 
in the same year the Union under Frederick V, Elector 
Palatine, the other original members being the duchy 
of Württemberg, Neuburg, Anspach, Kulmbach, and 
Baden. 

Within the Empire itself we may recognize five 
parties: those of the Union, the League, Saxony, Bran- 
denburg, and the Emperor. The Union feil to pieces 
af ter the deposing of Frederick as king of Bohemia. 
The League flourished throughout the entire war. 
Saxony imder Elector John George, now on one side, 
now on the other, suffered severely from the armies 
of both. Brandenburg fared better because it was 
farther from the center of höstilities; and under "The 
Great Elector" Frederick William (1640-88), who 
was far more vigorous and successful than his pre- 
decessor George William, it maintained an armed 
neutraKty. The Emperor Ferdinand II (1612-37) 
changed his plans as religious pressure was brought 
from the South or military pressure from the North, 
and his successor, Ferdinand III, had to contend 
against the selfish interests of outside powers for 
years after the resources of the Empire were ex- 
hausted. In fact the war is commonly divided into 
five periods, each, excepting the first, named from 
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the foreign power most prominent in it; — the 
Bohemian period, with no outside interference 
(1618-23); the Danish period (1625-29); the Swedish 
period (1630-35); and the Swedish-French period 
(1635-48), the dread ®d&tt)cbciijeit of our story. 

The peace of WestphaHa saw the Empire divided 
into two hundred and three practically independent 
States, a generous slice given to France, another to 
Sweden, and the foundation laid for that kingdom of 
Prussia under whose leadership Germany was des- 
tined ultimately to retrieve her lost prestige, and to 
become again, though with the loss of Austria, the 
foremost nation of the Continent. 

The Saxon piain lay in the very center of Opera- 
tions. Stretching from north to south on both sides 
of the Elbe River and east of the Harz mountains, 
it was the main highway for both armies. Thus it 
was the scene of constant fighting and many raids, 
some of which penetrated into the Valleys of the 
Harz. The fate of Magdeburg became a byword 
for all that is terrible in war. The city had been a 
trade center since 804, had adopted the Reformation 
in 1524, and in 1629 it had stood a twenty-eight 
weeks' siege, defying the great Wallenstein. Tilly cap- 
tured it after a second siege of fourteen weeks, May 
10/20, 1631. The town was set on fire, perhaps by its 
inhabitants. Only the cathedral, the convent of Our 
Lady with its church, and about thirty houses were 
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saved; thirty thousand people perished. The town 
was immediately relieved by Giistavus Adolphus, 
and was held by the Swedes until it was besieged by 
the Saxons and Imperiais before the battle of Witt- 
stock (24 Sept./4 Oct., 1636). With Halberstadt and 
some other portions of Saxony it feil to Brandenburg 
after the war. 

In the same piain were fought the battles of 
Lützen (1632), Breitenfeld (two battles), and Chem- 
nitz (1639). Raids were constant: — in 1636 came 
the Saxons and Imperiais, then the Swede?; in 1641 
Baner retreated to Halberstadt, where he died after 
having fought his way from Regensburg; PfuhPs raids 
belong to the period of anarchy which foUowed 
Ban6r's death; Torstenson advanced from the north 
in 1642, then retreated, followed by Gallas in 1643; 
Königsmark's raid falls in 1644. During all these 
later years each general was fighting for the bare Sup- 
port of his army, and of the great crowd of camp fol- 
lowers who necessarily attached themselves to the 
armies in their struggle for existence. Thus rapid 
marches and pillaging became a conditionof success. 
In course of time, with the increasing desolation and 
exhaustion of resources, the activities of the war 
grew more and more f eeble and spasmodic, until 
fighting ceased from the very impossibility of con- 
tinuing it longer. 

Else von der Tanne. — Out of the midst of the 
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struggle but for Else von der Tanne, bis main 
Support. 

The Story is a rare story — historical, scholarly, 
cxunbered with Latin — but told exquisitely, beauti- 
fully. And the picture it presents is perfect to the 
minutest detail, a bright spot on the red and black 
background of the Thirty Years' War.
